Official Fraud. 

Tho frequent disclosures of frand 
being committed by govemmont officials 
of the United Statcp, covoring amounts 
go large that it requires a Btrong belief 
in the marreloua to accept them as facts, 
are bo numerous and common-placo that 
they bavo beoomo what Murk Twain 
would call " monotonone." Bat recent 
diaolosures have brought to light trans- 
actions in connection with tho corpora- 
tion of tho City of New York, that con- 
sidering tho limited field throws into 
the shado any other swindle of tho ago. 
Pablio attontion has become thoroughly 
aroused, and tho New York Times is 
taking every means to bring tho facts 
connected with the fraud to light. The 
other New York papers for tbe most 
part are silent on tbe subjeet, Tho 
Times suggests that a public mealing of 
tbe leading merohants and bankers oi 
tho city should bo called and a oommittce 
appointed who with tho a d of experi- 
enced accountants should examino tho 
books, noluiug short of thi3 will ea'iafy 
tho domacdB of tho public. Tho Hmei 
giveB an abstract thowmg tho amouuts 
paid to ono firm alone, for plumbing and 
gaefitting for armorios, drill rooms and 
County Court offices to reach 31.231,- 
817 76, This abstract shows that tho 
firm of Koyser <5c Co received this am- 
ount in the course of two years. Some 
additional particulars are given,as to the 
expenditures for carpets as follows: "The 
city paid a sum equal to the cost of 122,- 
222 square yards at $4 50 per yard. II 
of tho usual width per yard, this carpet 
would com about seventy miles. It 
appears, however, that only three floors 
of the Court House aro ocoupied, and 
the whole &-c a occupied aa offices doos 
not exceed 9,2 16 Equare yurds. If this 
area were covered with carpet at $5 per 
jard.tho cost would bo on y ?46,0s0. Tbe 
chair account is equally curious. For 
chairs supplied to the armories alono, 
Ingersoll was paid $170,727, If armory 
chairs cost $5 eaoh,this sum would have 
bought over tbirty-lour thousand obuire 
sufficient to make a straight row oi about 
seventeen mileB I The cabinet work 
and furniture for the now Court H:uso 
and county offices cost, as wo stated a 
f e7 r) s y d B go the modest *ura of §2,- 
817,4t0. A largo upboinercr hai cal 
culated that ho could lurninh tho build- 
ing mugnificeutly for $600,000,, and 
mako a handsome profit cn tho trans- 
action. At this rate there would be a 
bonus of over $2,000,000 to the fortunate 
upbolsierer who had tbe Corporaiiun job. 
The Tima alone has been diecussiog the 
county acsoonts, bat it asseria that " when 
tbe city accootils seo the ligbt, frauds on a 
tneeb greater scale tban iboEe r*vealed in 
tbe oouuty arcouma will be brought home 
lo tho auihoriiiec" It would appear that a 
gang of tbieves have full posfea-ion of the 
tffioiB in New York Cny aud that Doibing 
abort of a Vigilance Comtnitteo, suuh as 
purified tbe political atmosphere ol San 
FraDeiioo Bfteeo jean ago, will tid tbe city 
of their presence.

Lord Pon- 
zauoo at onoo inaned an order authoriz- 
ing Dr Witislow and Dr Smith to visit 
and examine Lady Mordaunt on two 
occasions. Dr W-inalow was selected 
in c Jiisequonco ol bis reputation and 
known experience iu mental disease', 
aud Dr Tylor Smith on tlio ground of 
bis celebrity as iib oocoucbeur, L>idy 
Mordaunt basing beoa said lo bo snffot'- 
ing from a typo of insanity incidental 
to uterine doran^ernont, and childbirth. 
Alter seeing L'acly M.jt daunt iheso 
pbyeiotar.s camo to tbo couolubion tlutt 
she was feigning insaulty ; but Dr 
Forbes Wiiulow declined appearing 
in court as a witness in the oiiBe, 
being disiiicliued, as ifie result of only two 
ebon viai s, to pronounce a positive cpu.i .u 
on tbo disputed loiat in direct opposition to 
tbo testimony of numerous di;>iuguii-h-d 
physicians wbo had hadgrtater opportunities 
than he possessed of observing and Wiltcblrg 
tba case, and who were prepared to deposo 
on oatb lo hi r aeiual insaiiiiy. Dr Smith 
appeared as a witness in the cni-e end '■aid 
he easpco.td feigned insanity. Lady Mor 
diunt oon'inued to reside with tbe physician 
to whose care rho tva" oon tided al ier tbo tria I 
lor more than 10 months nod the lady Iijis 
recently bicu discharged from hie legal cus- 
tody ond reported nt< u ease of feigned in- 
sanity to 'be coromisrion;rs in Inoaoy. Ims 
media ely utter the physician was eatisfied 
aa to tbe nature ol the case, So Charles 
Mordaeut was oomaioniealed with and u 
meeting of the lawyors engaged in ihe case 
look place, Oa ihoir advice, we understand. 
Sir Thomas Moucriellu vvus oomraunicaled 
with. It was thought under tbu circom 
stancrs obligstory ou the part of the father 
to havo the custody ol his child. Accord- 
ingly he did ns requested, and Lady Mor- 
daunt W8B at onoo removed Irom London lo 
one ol ihe family residences in Perthshire 
It is now understood that Sir Gbutles Mor- 
daunt will a'rain prooeed lo ap,dy for a di 
vorce, but wlntbor iu England or Scotland 
is not yet decided upon.— Manchester Guard- 
ian.

venlion ol the Sulo and Brnkeruge of OfScet 1 ,' 
all officers in Our Forces are prohibited 
from lolling or bargaining fur the sale of 
any commission in Our Forces and from lair- 
ing or rsoeiving any money for tho exchange 
of any such commission, under tho penalty 



of tho forfeiture of their commis«ions and of 
beiug cashiered and of divers other penol 
lieo, but the last-mentioned Act exempts 
from i io pcnallies of tbe said Ada purchases 
or Baku or excl.nngea of any commissions in 
Our Forces for puch p-Ices nB may be regu- 
lated Bt'd lixod by nny regulation made or 
10 be mado by Us io thai behalf; 

And whereas We think it expedient to 
put an end to ull such regulations end to all 
sales nnd porebaefB and ull exchanges for 
monuy of commissions in Our Forces and to 
all dealing relating to such sales, purchases 
or esehangm ; 

Now, Our will nrd pleasure is that on nnd 
after the 1st day of November in ibis pra>. 
ieni year, all regulotione made by ua or any 
ol Our Royal predecessors or any ofiicors uot- 
cg under Our authority, regulating or firug 
he prior b ol which any commission in Our 
Forces may be purchased, sold or exohang- 
ied or in any wny eutborizing the purchase or 
tBala or exohanga for money ot any bucu 
oommiHsious, shall be cancelled and deter- 
mined.
